tween Now York and Brooklyn into the
water below., The police had warning of the
attompt ; and wore ready to provent it,  Hut
Odlmn tooled them by getting o young man
named Haggert o muke such demonstrations
s mnde them believe he was the man who
wontld ke the leap,  How he suoceeded s
